Chicago, June 16.— 
At the conclusion of the reading of the 
cal} of the convention there was some 
applause. Chairman New answered 
that the national committee recom- 
mended J. C. Burrows, of Michigan, for 
temporary chairman. A cheer came 
fg@m the Michigan delegation, in the 
midst of which Chairman New recog- 
nized E. P. Olmsted, pepresentative of 
Pennsylvania, who moved that the rec- 
Ommendation of the committee be 
adopted. John W. lodgett,. chairman 
of the Michigan. delegation, seconded 
the motion, and it was unanimously 
adopted. Senator Burrows Was warm- 
ly received as he stepped to the front 
of the platform extension arranged for 
the use of the speakers. He bowed his 
acknowledgements, and began his key- 
note address at just 12:34 p..m.. Sen- 
ator Burrows’ opening words were 
spoken in a distinct tone.

the republican na- 
tional convention of 1908 began its de- 
liberations at todav in the pres- 
ence of ap assemblage estimated at’ up- 
wards of fourteen thousand people, with 
the sounds of patriotic airs alternating 
with the frenzied shouts for Roosevelt, 
Taft and the other popular heroes, the 
first tocsin of the coming struggle from 
the graceful orator of Michigan, Sena- 
tor Caesar ‘Burrows, and the 
initial formalities which started this 
momentus gathering into meeting. 
The opening session lasted less than 
two hours and was less notable for the 
business accomplished than for the op- 
portunity it afforded of seeing again 
this stirring picture of the people as- 
sembled from every corner of the coun- 
try to select a candidate for president 
of the United States. The actual work 
of the day was quickly accomplished 
and tonight the various important com-

For Revision of the Tariff. 


The republican party declares uneqbiv- 
ocally for a revision of the tariff by 
‘a special session of congress immediately 
following the inauguration of the next 
president and-commends the steps al- 
ready taken to this end in the work as- 
signed to the appropriation committees 
of the two houses, which are now inves- 
tigating the operation and effect of ex- 
isting schedules. 

In all tariff legislation the true prin- 
ciple of protection is best maintained 
by the imposition of such duties ag will 
equal the difference between the cost of 
production at home and abroad, togeth- 
er with a reasonable profit to American 
industries; and the benefits that follow 
are best secured by the establishment 
of maximum and minimum rates to be 
administered by the president, under lim- 
itations fixed in the law, the maximum 
to ‘be available to meet discriminations 
by foreign countries against American 
goods entering their markets, and the 
minimum to represent the normal meas- 
ure of protection’ at home; the aim and 
pumpose of the republican policy being 
not only to preserve, without excessive 
duties, that security against foreign 
competition to which American manu- 
facturers, farmers and producers are en- 
titled, but also to maintain the high 
standard of living of the wage-earners 
of this country, who are the most di- 
rect beneficiaries of the protective sys- 
tem. . 

Between the United States and the 
Philippines we believe in a frée inter- 
change of products, with such limita- 
tions as to sugar and tobacco as will 
avoid injury to domestic interests.

We endorse the movement inaugurated 
by the president for the co-operative 
conservation of natural resources: we 
favor the preservation of the White 
Mountain and Appalachian forests; we 
approve all measures to prevent the 
waste of timber and commend the work 
now going on for the reclamation of 
arid lands.

nally advocated in The Hague confer- 
ence, are an occasion for ust pride and 
gratification. At the last session of the 
senate of the United States eleven 
Hague cenventions were ratified, estab- 
lishing the rights of neutrals, laws of 
war on land, restriction of submarine 
mines. limiting of force for the collec- 
tion of contractual debts, governing the 
opening of hostilities, extending the ap- 
plication of Geneva principles and in 
many ways lessentng the evils of war 
and promoting the peaceful settlement 
of international controversies. At the 
same session twelve arbitration con- 
ventions with great nations were con- 
firmed, and extradition, boundary and 
naturalization treaties of supreme im- 
promoting permanent tranquility among 
euch achievements as the supremest duty 
a nation can perform and proclaim the 
obligation -of further strengthening the 
pond of friendship apd good will with all 
the nations of the world. 

We adhere to the Republican doc- 
trine of ‘encouragement to» American 
shipping Sand Surge Ssuch legislation as 
will revive the merchant marine pres- 
tige of the country, so essential to na- 
tional defense, the enlargement of for- 
eign trade and the industrial prosperity 
of our own people.

The present conditions in Cuba 
vindicate the wisdom of maintaining 
between that republic and this im- 
perishable bonds of mutual interest, 
and the hope is now expressed that the 
Cuban people will soon be ready again 
to assume complete sovereignty over 
their land. 

In Porto Rico the government of the 
United States is meeting with loyal 
and patriotic support. order and pros- 
perity prevail, arid the well-being of 
the people is being in every respect 
promoted, and is deserved. 

The Philippines. 


In the Philippines insurrection has 
been suppressed, law established, and 
life and property made safe. Education 
and practical experience are there ad-

Republicanism v¥s. Demoéracy. 


Beyond plaiform declarations, there 
are fundamental differences between 
the republican party and its chief op- 
ponent which make the one worthy 
and the other unworthy of public trust. 

In history the difference between 
democracy and republicanism is that 
the one stood for secession, the other 
for union; the one for. slavery, the 
other for freedom; the one for a de- 
based currency, the. other for a pure 
currency; the one for free silver, the 
other fGr sound money: the one for 
free trade, the other for protection; 
the one for: the contraction of Amer- 
ican influence, the other for its ex- 
pansion; the one has. been forced to 
abandon every position taken on the 
great issues before the people, the 
other has held and vindicated all. 

In experience, the difference between 
democracy and republicanism is that 
one means adversity, while the other 
means prosperitv; one means low 
wages, the other means higher; one 
means doubt and debt, the other means 
confidence ang thrift. 

in’ principle, the difference between 
democracy and republicanism is that 
one‘Btands for vacillation and timidity 
in government, the other for strength 
and purpose; one stands for obstruc- 
tion, the other for construction. One 
promises, the other performs; one finds 
fault, the other finds work. 

The present tendencies of the two 
parties are even more marked by in- 
herent differences. The trend of dem- 
ocracy is toward socialism,’ while the 
republican party stands for a wi®e and 
regulated individualism. Socialism 
would give to each an equal right to 
take: republicanism would give to 
each an equal right to earn. Socialism 
would offer equality of possession, 
which would soon leave no one any- 
thing to possess; republicanism would 
Zive equality of opportunity, which 
woutd assure to each his share of the 
constantly increasing store of posses- 
sions. In line with this tendency, the 
democratic party of today believes in 
government ownership, while the re- 
publican party believes in government 
regulation. Ultimately democracy 
would have the nation own the people, 
while republicanism would have the 
people own the nation. 

Upon this platform of principles and 
purposes, reaffirming our adherence to 
every republican doctrine proclaimed 
since the birth of the party. we go be- 
fore the country asking the support 
not only of those who have acted with 
us heretofore, but of all our fellow 
citizens, who, regardless of past polit- 
ical differences, unite in the desire to 
maintain the policies, perpetuate the 
blessings and make secure the achieve- 
ments of a greater America.

Several Allison-Dolliver adherents 
promptly announced that as a matter of 
state pride, if for mo other reason, they 
would suppori the governor's candidacy. 

A number of lowans associated polit- 
ically with Governor Cummins, after a 
conference tonight, stated that it had 
been determined to aesume the respon- 
Sibiiity of presenting the claim of Iowa 
for second place, in the event there de- 
veloped a continued purpose on the part 
of the Taft managers in Washington to 
insist upon an lowa man. 

Basis of Harmony. 


After the conference it was said that 
communications have ‘been coming to 
members of the lowa delegation from all 
parts of their state, indicating a devel- 
opment of sentiment hostile to the atti- 
tude assumed by some of the anti-Oum- 
mins members: of the delegation.
